FUNERAL TRAIN EXPECTED 
TO LEAVE FOR EAST TODAY 


Death Complete Surprise to Doctors, Who 
Were Convinced That President Was Well 
On Road to Recovery—Mrs. Harding Bear- 
ing Great Loss Bravely. 


| Presidential Headquarters, Palace Hotel, San F rancisco, 
Cal., Aug. 2. — Warren G. Harding, president of the United 
States, died instantaneously and without warning tonight at 7:30 
o'clock, a victim of a stroke of apoplexy, which struck him down 
in his weakened condition after an illness of exactly a week. 
The chief executive of the nation, and by virtue of his office 
and personality one of the world’s leading figures, passed away 


at the time when his physicians, his family and his people thought 
that medical skill, hope and prayer had won the battle against 
disease. 

| The disease had been conquered, the fire was out, but seven 
days of silent though intense suffering had left their mark and 
a stroke of apoplexy came without an instant’s warning, and 
| before physicians could be called, members of his party sum- 
moned, or remedial measures taken, he passed from life’s stage 
after having for nearly two and a half years served his nation 
and for many more years his native state of Ohio. 


MRS. HARDING GIVES 
‘FIRST INTIMATION. 


| The first intimation that a change had occurred in the con- 
| dition of Mr. Harding came shortly after 7 o’clock when Mrs. 
‘Harding personally opened the door of the sick room and called 
_to those in the corridors to “find Dr. Boone and the others 
| quick.” | 
| Brigadier-General Sawyer, the president’s physician, was 
among those in the room when the chief executive passed away. 
|The others were Mrs. Harding and two nurses, Miss Ruth Pow- 
'derly and Miss Sue Dausser. . 

| At that time Mrs. Harding was understood to have been 
‘reading to the president, sitting at his bedside with the evening 
|papers and messages of sympathy which had.been received dur- 
'ing the day. 

| A hurried call for physicians was sent out by Mrs. Harding 
shortly after 7 o’clock tonight. Messengers ran in search for 
Doctors Work and Boone, two of the physicians attending Pres- 
ident Harding, while Brigadier General Sawyer, the president’s 
personal physician, was in the sick chamber, the only medical 
officer at that time on duty. 

Others in position to know what had taken place soon came 
from their rooms. Mrs. Harding wrung her hands in a highly 
nervous manner and appealed to those about her to “find the 
doctor.” 3 

Dr. Boone was found by one of the messengers who had 
been sent into the city streets, and entered the presidential quar- 
ters at 7:47 p. m., wearing a grave expression on his face, and, 
walking rapidly, almost at a double time cadence, passed through 


the door into the president’s chamber. 


BULLETIN ANNOUNCES 
DEATH OF EXECUTIVE. 

The death of the nation’s chief executive was announced in 
these words: ‘‘The president died instantaneously, and with- 
out warning and while conversing with members of his family, 
at 7:30 p.m, Death was apparently due to some brain evolve- 
‘ment, probably apoplexy.”

Proof of his friendly feeling was 
further evidenced when the president 
declared himself in favor of the seheme 
to deepen the St. Lawrence river 
His pronouncements on the matter 
despite the opposition of such strong 
financial strongholds as Montreal and 
New York won him the gratitude of 
the citizens of every city on the 
Great Lakes. 

Contrast in Visits. 


When President Wilson lIeft the 
United States to go-to France the 
event was hailed as unprecedented 
When Mr. Harding was in Vancouver 
last week no particular attention was 
paid to the fact that the chief execu- 
tive of the United Statés was on for- 
eign soil. The fact of the matter 
was President Harding was as much 
at home in British C&umbia and his 
welcome was as sincere and cordial 
as it had been in Oregon and Seattle. 

The King of England was deeply 
concerned over the condition of Mr. 
Ilarding, the Ganadian premier kept 
in constant touch with San .Francis- 
co. It was known in Anglo-Saxon 
Harding was a be- 
liever in the peaceful destiny of the 
Anglo-Saxon race and therefore not 
only the United States and Canada, 
but civilization has lost a great friend.

By Senate Action 


Persons absent from the state on 
election days may cast their ballots 
by registered mail, under provisions 
of a bfll by Senator Moore, of the 
seventh district, adopted by the sen- 
ate Thursday. The vote in the upper 
house was 29 to 6. 

The bill further provides that writ- 
ten notice 30 days in advance must 
be given by absent voters before they 
can take advantage of the act. This 
custom was inaugurated during the 
‘world war when thousands of voters

The measure 
now goes to the house for considera- 
tion,

The keynote of - the campaign to 
raise sufficient funds for completing 
the re-established Oglethorpe univers- 
ity will be the refounding of a worthy 
memorial to “The Forgotten Founder 
of Georgia, James Edward Ogle- 
thorpe—the greatest figure of pre-rev- 
olutionary times.” 

In memory of General Oglethorpe 


there was founded, about a century 
after he founded Georgia, the first 


Christian college or ~ university 
tween the Atlantic and Pa sou 
of the Virginia line. It was located 
in Milledgeville, at that time the cap- 
ital of Georgia, and for approximate- 
ly a half century did a marvelous 
| work. 

Associated with this fundamental 
tradition in the history of Oglethorpe 
university is that of one of the most 
famous of Georgia’s ‘sons and the 
sweetest of her singers, Sidney Lanier. 
He entered Oglethorpe at the age of 
15 in the year 1857, becoming a tutor 
in his alma mater immediately upop 
graduating. 

Then Came War. 


A few months later, however, the 
catastrophe of the civil war swept 
him and all other students of Ogle- 
thorpe into the armies of the Confed- 
eracy. The faculty was disbanded: 
all of the endowment was invested in 
Confederate bonds; the buildings were 
used as a barracks and hospital dur- 
ing the war, and afterward burned 
When the war was over, there was no 
more an Oglethorpe. 

In 1909 an effort to re-establish this 
university was started by Dr. Jacobs, 
now its president, and the movement 
is meeting with great success. His 
personal interest in the tragic ro- 
mance of Oglethorpe university origi- 
nated in stories related by his grand- 
father, who had been a member of the 
old Oglethorpe faculty.

Limitation of world armaments 
Was only one of the many problems, 
national and internstional, which 
claimed Mr. Harding's attention when 
he took up the responsibilities of his 
_ office. In the international field were 
_ the re-establishment of peace with 
Germany and Austria, Mexican rela- 
tions, the Russian question, disposi- 
tion of the former German cables in 
‘the Atlantic, equal rights in mandate 
territory, in which was involved the 


greater proposition of world petro- 
leum supplies and many others. 


Home Reconstruction. 


Important as were these matters, 
however, these of reconstruction at 
home proved the more pressing. Here 
agriculture was in’ the worst condi- 
tion perhaps jin the history of the 
country ; industry was stagnated; un- 
employment was general and the na- 
tion was staggering under a burden 
of taxation. There also was wide- 
spread industrial unrest and to com- 
plicate the situation as solutions of 
the difficulties were sought there 
were a number of strikes, including 
the walkouts in the coal mines and 
on the railroads. : 

One of the first steps in the recon- 
struction program was the enactment 
of the emergency tariff law, affect- 
ing agricultural products and the re- 
creation of the war finance coppora- 
tion to aid in financing not only the 
farmers, but export business as well. 
Later came permanent legislation de- 
signed to provide more extended cred- 
it for the farmer and on more libera) 
terins. 

To help relieve unemployment, the 
immigration restriction bill was pass- 
ed and unemployment conference was 
held in Washington. Meantime, revi- 
sion of the tax and tariff laws was 
undertaken with a view to hastening 
a return to that normaley which Mr. 
Harding had set as his guiding star. 
The tax bill cut $600,000,000 a year 
from the burden on business and the 
publie generally, while it was claim- 
ed for the tariff act that it removed 
the menace of a flood of the prod- 
ucts of cheap European labor and 
enabled business to go ahead confi- 
dently. 


The Budget Bureau. 


Another accomplishment was the 
creation of the budget bureau, through 
which instrumentality the president 
put into effect the drive for economy 
in his public expenditures whieh con- 
stituted a “high spot” in his domes- 
tic program. 

Mr. Harding’s éutstanding effort, 
however, was in behalf of a ship sub- 
sidy law, which he argued would on 
the one hand cut in half the cost 
of the government operation of the 
immense war-built merchant marine 
and on the other hand insure a bal- 
anced commercial fleet, essential alike 
in peace and in war. Favorable ac- 
tion was obtained in the house, put 
such determined opposition was en- 
countered in the senate that the meas- 
ure failed of passage.

Washington, Aug. 2.—(By the As-

He tried school teach- 
ing for a year, but having had a smell 
of printers’ ink while sticking type 
for his college paper, the lure drew 
him inte the newspaper field. 

His family meantime had moved to 
Marion, in an adjoining county, where 
he obtained his first newspaper job and 
where his life interests were centered 
thereafter. Mr. Harding's ambition 
was to become a publisher and it 
was realized at the age of 19 when 
he bid in the Marion Star at a sher- 
iff’a sale. The paper was purchased 
under a heavy mortgage and his 
friends have often sa'd that the strug- 
gles and hardships which were his in 
making this paper a success had much 
to do in fashioning his character and 
developing a« broad patience and tol- 
erance which were his chief charac- 


teristics. 
Pride in His Work. 

Whatever his other attainments, 
Mr. Harding’s greatest pride was in 
his professional accomplishments and 
training as printer, editor and pub- 
lisher. Nor did the interests and ex- 
acting duties of his high offices serve 
to dull his delight in pottering about 
a composing room. On his first trip 
back home after his inauguration, he 
went to The Star office, pulled off 
his coat, rolled up his sleeves, bor. 
rowed a chew of tobacco and helped 
“make up” the paper. His luck charm 
was a printer's rule, carried always 
in a vest pocket. 

As his ambition had carried him 
into the ranks of publisher, so- his 
fa:cy took him into the realm of poli- 
tics. From the first he was an ar- 
dent partisan and his insistence upon 
werring a “stove pipe” hat, the badge 
of support of James G. Blaine, while 
a reporter on a democratic newspa- 
per, brought him a sharp reprimand 
from his chief, who held it to be in- 
consistent for a worker on a demo- 
cratic paper to so prominently dis- 
play the symbol of his republicar- 
ism. 

The future president’s ability as a 
stump speaker won him early recog: 
nition from his local party leaders. 
Marion county then was in the, demo- 
cratic column and he undertook to 
switch it to the republican party, 
but his first effort at office on his 
party ticket resulted in a defeat 
though he commanded an unexpected 
vote, 

First Political Office. 

Mr. Harding's first political office 
was that of Ohio state senator, to 
which he was elected at the age of 
34. He served two terms and later 
was elected lieutenant governor of 
his state. In 1910 he sought the gov- 
ernorship, but was defeated. It was 
four years after that time that he 
was elected to the United States sen- 
nate, where he served six years, much 
of the time as a member of the im- 

rtant foreign relations committee. 

rom this place he was elevated to 
the presidency, the first senater to 
be elected chief executive. 

Early in his years of 
ice he met William cKinley, to 
whom his close friends have most 
often likened him and with whom he 
had in common:a predominant pas- 
sion for obliteration of class and sec- 
tional lines. A friendship sprang up 
between the two men. Mr. Harding 
also was close in later days to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Senators Foraker and 
Penrose and others high in his party 
counsels. 

The president was a lifelong Bap- 
tist and was a trustee of his home 
church in Marion. He also had been 
a member of the Elk and Moose fra- 
ternities for years and after his elec- 
tion as president he became a thirty- 
second degree Mason anda Shriner. 

Golf was his favorite recreation, 
but he also liked to fish, although his 


opportunities for that sport were lim- 


litical serv- 


ited after he came to the white house. 
_ | He played hard and possessed the. 
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New President of U. S. and His Wife 


Calvin Coolidge, who has succeeded to the 


lady of America. 


Washington, August 2. — Pregi- 
dent Coolidge is perhaps better 
equipped by experience to take up 
his administrative duties in the white 
house than was any of his predeces- 
sors who have been called to that 
high office by the death-of a presi- 
dent. 

Having won for himself in large 
measure the vice presidential nomi- 
nation by his executive forcefulness 
as governor of Massachusetts partic- 
ularly by his attitude in the police 
strike, he has kept throughout the 


Harding administration closely ad- 
vised as to the problems of the fed- 
eral governmént and has assisted in 
shaping administration policy by his 
constant attendance at cabinet meet- 
ings. 

Although vice presidents usually 
have no other duties to perform than 
that vf presiding over the senate, 
casting the deciding vote when that 
body finds itself. in a fie, Mr. Cool- 
idge has absented himself from its ses- 
sions every Tuesday and Friday to 
participate in the cabinet delibera- 
tions Thus he became familiar not 


only with all angles of the major 
public questions but also with the 
reasons actuating the president in his 
decisions. 

Not only has he given his best abil- 
ity to work but he has done as much 
as any other member of the admin- 
istration to place its accomplishments 
before the people. He has traveled 
a great deal making addresses, and 
is said to have made more public ad- 
dresses than the president or any 
member of his cabinet. His intimate 
touch with administration affairs

Most mem- 
bers of congress also are away from 
the capital, but those remaining join- 
ed in the general expressions of sor- 
row and regret.

Under the constitution, the suc- 
cession of the vice president to the 
presidency in case of death is auto- 
matic.

John Tyler, the first president to 
enter the white house as a result of

Many Officials Express Regrets.

Holly wood, Cal., August 2.—George 
B. Christian, Jr., secretary to the pres- 
ident, presented to the Hollywood 


commandery No. 56, Knights of Tem- 
plar, the International Traveling 
beauseant of the order here today, tn- 
stead of President Warren G. Hard- 
ing, who is ill in San Francisco. See- 
retary Christian read the speech the 
president had prepared for the presen- 
tation, 

The Internationa] Traveling beau- 
seunt is a banner symbolic of the 
great lodge. The original banner was 
carried in the crusades of the first 
Knights Templar. The present beau- 
seaut originated in the priory of Can- 
ada and was started on its trip around 
the world when it was presented to 
the commandery at Buffalo. It was 
brought here from President Hard- 
ine’s commandery at Marion, Ohio. 

Speaking in the Hollywood bowl, 
a natural ampitheater in the hills here, 
Secretary Christian, reading the presi- 
dent’s prepared address, said: 

“I gladly and proudly join in send- 
ing this banner on its highly purposed 
journey, which is to continue probably 
beyond the span of the lives of those 
here assembled. Wherever it inspires

Hotel offi- 
cials, among the first to whom word 
of the tragic event was given, im- 
mediately had the great blue presi- 
dential flag with its gold seal of the 
United States-hauled down and then 
raised again to half mast. A min- 
ute or two later an assistant man- 
ager rushed into the rose bowl 
room, where a dinner dance was in 
progress, raised a hand and stopped 
the orchestra’s playing. Announce- 
ment of the death of the executive 
followed, and the dancers, their gay 
dress a sad contrast to their ex- 
pressions of gravity, gathered in lit- 
tle groups, obtained their wraps and 
departed.

“Then, all at once, he just went 
like that—’ Dr. Boone snapped his 
fingers.

ed on the instant that the president’s 
condition had undergone some sort 
of change—what change he knew not.

It’ was 11:30 in New York and 
some of the other eastern cities and 
with the receipts of this néws, edi- 
tions were held up and editors be- 
came alert and waiting.

It was 
flashed across the country and around 
the world and within a matter al- 
most of seconds and certainly of a 
few minutes, the American people 
knew they had lost their leader.

COPELAND’S SUGGESTION. 

Senator Copeland, of New York, 
in his address before the Georgia 
assembly Thursday, advocated an 
international conference—of both 
major and minor powers—looking 
to an economic rehabilitation of the. 
rostrated nations, and to an ami- 
cable Fconomic understanding and 
agreement between all. 

This is. entirely feasible, ‘and 
would be a practical means to an 
end, to two ends, in fact—one look- 
ing to the opening of European 
markets to American production, 
which is sorely needed by Ameri- 
can farmers, and. the other to a 
sympathetic cooperation, in line 
of duty, on the part of this nation 
in order to make universal peace a 


fact and not a fancy. 

Said the New York Senator: 

“My immediate appeal is~for an 
attempt at economic agreement re- 
-|gardless of political «differences and 
intrigues. The most bitter opponent 
of the league of nations can not ob- 
ject to a plan for the economic re- 
habilitation of the world. The most 
ardent supporter of the league, after 


these years of deferred hope and end- 
less disappointments, can not object 
to a brief departure from the original 


program, It will be a period during 
which heated feelings may cool and 
engendered hatred may be buried.” 

If no immediate action along that 
line is forthcoming from the repub- 
lican administration—and it is not 
probable in view of the circum- 
stances with which all students of 
national affairs are familiar—then it 
ought to be one of the slogans of 
the democratic party in its 1924 
campaign. 

Just as the New York senator 
pointed out so forcibly, unless the 
farmer prospers there’ can be no 
permanent prosperity for this coun- 
try.

THE MORNING NEWSPAPER. 
An unanswerable argument as to 
the popularity of a newspaper 
published and delivered to its read- 
ers in the morning is the voice of 
the public it serves. a 

The following news story of a 
unique and convificing test as to 
the overwhelming unity of thought 
in favor of “the morning paper 
habit” appeared in one of the week- 
ly “magazines devoted to the pub- 
lishing interests: 

“An unusual and rather bold pub- 
licity plan was used by the Hudson 
(N. ¥.) Daily Republican when the 
paper was changed back to its origi- 
nal name, The Hudson Daily Star, on 
July 2. 


“Following an vissivanitiniiael June | 


30, the paper was changed July 2 to 
an evening issue, for one week, bear- 
ing the new name, The Star. On wuly 
3-5-6, a ballot was published and the 
public were invited to vote thir pref- 
erence for the morning or evening 
paper. The result of the vote was 
published July 7. Out of the total 
circulation of the newspaper, close to 
5,000, 3,515 ballots were received, 
thirty for an evening paper and 3,485 
for a morning paper. The entire city 
and county was alive with talk about 
the change of name and about the 
question of the time of issue. The 
paper with its new name, Hudson 
Daily Star, again resumed publication 
July 9 as a morning newspaper. The 


readers, who were deprived of their 
morning pap habit. for the week, 
had the value of its early visits im- 
pressed upon them.” 


Polls of public opinion on this 
same question have been made time 
and again, and invariably with the 
same results. 

In the larger cities where there is 
a business as well as a popular de- 
mand for both morning and after- 
noon newspapers the two fields are 
uSually successfully filled, and thou- 
sands of people naturally take news- 
papers delivered both in the morn- 
ings and the afternoons. 

But where the concrete choice of 
hours of publication and delivery 
to subscribers is left to the public, 
as in the case of the Hudson (N. Y.) 
paper just cited, there being no al- 
ternative except to say whether a 
specific mewspaper shall be of 
morning or afternoon publication, 
the public, wherever the poll may 
be made, will with equally as over- 
whelming a majority, voice its will 
for the morning paper. 

There is something satisfying 
about digesting the newspaper be- 
fore breakfast, or before the work- 
day begins. It makes the day’s work 
easier because the mind isnot won- 
dering or speculating as to what has 
occurred in the nation, or abroad, 
or locally, during the day and night 
preceding. Frequently the business 
‘and responsibilities. of the day re- 
quire this information: The house- 
wife requires it for her day’s shop- 
ping, as well as for the inherent de- 
sire to be-fully abreast of the times 
in the incidental meetingy and dis- 
cussions that follow during the day. 

There is nothing more irritating 
than to begin the day’s work with- 
out having read_the, morning paper. 
Nan more distracting.

Says Luxury Taxes 
Will Solve Problem 


Editor Constitution: I see in your paper 
today that the house committee proposes 
to put a three-cents tax*on each gallon 
of gas, and also a tax on tobacco. And 
it is estimated that the tobacco tax alone 
wil: raise the sum of $1,325,000 annually. 
+ Now, why in the world don’t that com- 
mittee go after soft drinks? All soft drinks 
aré nothing in the world but luxuries, and 
I believe equally as injurious as beer, if 
not more so. It has been shown that more 
than $7,000,000 annually is sold in Georgia. 

If only one cent per glass was levied as 
a tax, it would easily raise $1,250,000 an- 
nually, and then if the bottling plants and 
the manufacturers of syrups were required 
to pay a reasonable tax, that would be 
ancther $250,000 and add one cent wtupon 
each serving of ice cream or other ices 
would add an additional amount of $500,- 
000 annually. 

So. from tobacco and soft drinks and ice 
creams and other such things, which are 
purely luxuries, and the things that really 
ought to be taxed the state of Georgia 
can easily raise $3,000,000 annually without 
hurting any body. Then our higher insti- 
tutions of learning, and the old soldiers 
can get what they ought to have. Thef 
if I am fool enough to smoke,—which I 
am, and to drink soft drinks, which I am,— 
I will have to pay the tax on the same.

First, let me congratulate Direct- 
or Dismuke, of the federal prohbibi- 
tion enforcement forces in Georgia, 
for putting a ban on shooting at auto- 
mobiles, unless in defense of life, by 
his agents; and on_ indiscriminate 
search without warrant, except where 
there are reasonable grounds to ex- 
pect violation. 

The 18th amendment ought to be 
enforced, not because it is prohibi.ion 
but because it is law—and fundamen- 
tal law at that. 

I believe in prohibition; but wheth- 
er one believes in it or not—and on 
that point good citizens differ— the 
fact is outstanding that all good ¢it- 
izens believe in law, and in the iIn- 
tegrity of the law, and prohibition 
is law.

Second, I want to thank the scores

legislative corruption. 
In this connection I want to say 


that farmers all over Georgia are 
writing in commendation of the po- 
sition taken, firmly and irrevocably, 
against any secheme of double taxa- 
tion, or of letting a basie tax sys- 
tem for this state be thrown into the 
melting pot of Georgia politics. 

We need lower taxes—not higher 
taxes, We need a distribution of 
taxes, not a concentration. We need 
to make taxes an investment, not a 
burden. 

Farmers are not easily fooled. 

They know that the burdens of tax- 
ation today come from the county 
and local systems, and not the state; 
and they know that this legislature 
has not made one attempt to limit 
local ad valoren taxation, although 
in some districts it runs today as 
high as’ 50 and 60 mills. 

They know further that if the leg- 
islature would provide an intelligent 
system of state taxation that would 
distribute, the arent rate of 5 mil's 
could be reduced to 2 mills, and then, 
by bringing the intangibles in on a 
classified basis, the state would have 
all the revenue it needed.

Third, it appears now -to be too 
late in the legislative session to get 
any constructive legislation through. 
Conversely, therefore, the danger now 
is destructive legislation.

| HEALTH TALXS |

Nice, Kind Microbes. 

Sometimes I think they should 
have buried Professor Metchnikoff on 
a kind of crankshaft with. bearings, 
for if there is any truth in the old 
saying about’ the departed turning 
over in his grave on occasions, the 
great bacteriologist would need some 
such frictionless equipment. 

Metchnikoff cautioned against the 
use of soured raw milk, which would 
put ordinary buttermilk out of the 
reckoning (heating up to .a- tempera- 
ture of 140 degrees fahrenheit, hold- 
ing at that temperatvre 20 minutes, 
then cooling) does nt certainly de- 
stroy tubercle bacilli. in milk and 
hence five minutes ai least bef 
souring or fermenting it. for use as 
a beverage. He never imagined }.or 
suggested that lactic bacilli (Bul- 
garian or other cultures) would de- 
stroy the harmful putrefactive germs 


in the intestinal tract of man. He 
taught merely that che lactie bacilli 
form considerable lactic acid by fer- 
menting the sugar of milk (or other 
sugars in other foods consumed), pro- 
ducing as much as tiree fourths of 
an ounce of lactie acid to the quart 
of milk, and that thi«' lactic acid is 
an unfavorable medium for the 
growth and - multipiication of the 
harmful putrefactive zerms in the in- 
testine. The lactic bacilli are not at 
all destructive to harmful germs. 
They merely beat th: harmfu] germs 
to it, like clover seed or lawn seed 
beating the weeds to it in your lawn. 
ly Metchnikofe himsei.. took and ad- 
vised for people gencially, as a daily 
health beverage, one pint of skimmed 
milk, boiled. five minutes to destroy 
with certainty any tubercle or other 
disease germs in it (bovine tubercle 
bacilli are present in many samples 
of milk on the market), and soured or 
fermented by sowing it with pure cul- 
tures of lactic bacilii (Bulgarian 
bacilli), allowing the fermentation to 
proceed for several hours. It may 
be taken at any time of day, with 
or between meals. 

Since Metchnikoff’s untimely pass- 
ing, competent bacteriologists nave 
insisted that the nice, kind» germs, 
which Metchnikoff iuentified as ba. 
cillius bulgaricus wece in reality ba- 
cillus acidophilus, a Ccifferent strain 
of bacteria. Bacillus acidophilus is 
fond of sugar of milk, and is the pre- 
dominating germ in the _ intesrinal 
tract of the milkfed infant. So at 
present cultures of bacillus aciduphi- 
lus are commonly used for prepar- 
ing fermented orxsoured milk. 

Persons of any age who suffer with 
chronic constipation and mucous 
colitis (I will not furnish the symp- 
toms of mucous colitis to any corres- 
pondent), often obtain much benefit 
from the use of milk fermented with 
bacillus acidophilus cultures or by 
taking the cultures along with seme 
sugar or other suitable medium for 
them to thrive on. A small daily dose 
of such a culture w sufficient to es- 
tablish and maintain a healthy colony 
of bacillus acidophilus in the intes- 
tinal tract, and is particularly useful 
when there is reason to believe there 
is excessive putrefaction. 


Suggests Legal Protection 
For the Sheep Rancher 


Editor Constitution: The present legisla- 
ture has the opportunity of serving the 
interests o mers to an extent that would 
parallel the miracles of literature. 

I have in mind a sheep ratser’s protective 
enactment against loss by predatory dogs, 

An ideal law should be a local option 
act, applicable only to ¢ounties which are 
enilghtened and sufficiently in earnest to 
tax all dogs within their limits, thereby 
obtaining funds to pay for loss of sheep. 
The money collected by the proposed dog 
tax, to be credited to a sheep indemnifying 
fund and retained by the county for dis- 
bursement upon proof of loss by dogs. 

If the owner of a predatory dog should 
be found and proven solvent, an action 
against him would have the county’s money 
being paid to the farmer sustaining the loss. 
A county option law is advocated as more 
equitable than a law applicable to all the 
counties, whether approving or recalcitrant. 
The people of counties of Georgia which 
now enjoy the benefits of tick eradication 
are profiting therefrom. Dairymen would 
sell their herds rather than endeavor to 
carry on the business of selling cream from 
tick infested cows, yet there exists great 
opposition toward this beneficent movement. 

The writer lives in a county that had 
raised 20,000 bales of cotton, but which 
produced less than 300 in 1921, and less 
than 200 in 1922, hence true farming as 
differentiated from ecdtton plantings, has 
been. forced on those who would live from 
the produce of the land. 

A county that has shrunk ninety-nine 
per cent of its heretofore selling crop, 
naturally loses its farm labor. In our case 
60 to 75 per cent of our cotton farm hands 
have left the plantations. This means we 
must conduct our farms without continuing 
to raise setliing crops that require hand 
labor in the field. 

If any side of farming has advantages 
over sheep husbandry, I do not realize what 
it can be. The extirmination of the cattle 
tick followed by successful dairying saved 
our country from geyeral bankruptcy. Sheep 
raising protected from dogs will increase our 
prosperity. 

There may develop opposition to a dog 
tax for the benefit of all the state, but 
the writer can not understand why any 
legislator could oppose a law that only 
burdens the dogs which are found within a 
county willing to tax its own canines for 
the benefit of a needed industry. 

From the coldest to the hottest inhabited 
countries certain breeds of sheep thrive. 
Recently a sheep breeder of Tennessee re- 
ceived an annual income of $19 per ewe from 
his flock. Of course, snch a yield is ex- 
ceptional, but witout dogs to kill them, 
sheep raising {s a profitable side line in 
diversified farming. 

Every true Georgian should lend his. aid 
to prométe sheep husbandry. )

Not Owned by Hastings

letters received and inquiries made of us, 
personally, much misapprehension has re- 
sulted from the publication of a page ad- 
vertisement in The Constitution and other 
Atlanta papers offering a certain tract of 
land ih Troup county for sale. 

The impression has been made very gen- 
erally that the Hastings interests have 
either abandoned or are about to abandon 
farming operations. This is in no sense 
true, hence this communication. 

Neither the H. G. Hastings Co. nor any 
one interested in or connected with our 
concern has had any interest in the farm 
lands referred to in Troup county or had 
anything to do with orerations on same 
since the fall of 1918 when our interest in 
same wae disposed of.

merce commission prescribe just“ how 
the accounts shall be kept and sec- 
tjon 15-a, in paragraph (2), the rate- 
making provision, provides ‘so that 
carriers as a whole l, ander 
honest,’ efficient and economical man- 
agement and reasonable expenditures 
for maintenance of way, structures 
and equipment, earn, etc.’ I am con- 
sidering in this article the terms of 
theslaw and not the efficiency of its 
administration. 
“~In the address of February 1, to 
which I have referred, Senator Cap- 
per says: “Mr. President, the Vice 
of section 15-a lies in the fact that 
it attempts to provide a fixed return 
to be earned upon the aggregate value 
of all railroad properties,, good, bad 
and indifferent. Virtually this valu- 
ation is based upon the present cost 
of reproducing the lines. The result 
is that no matter how worthless a 
road may~be, it is considered entitled 
to earn 5 1-2 per cent on what it 
would now cost to rebuild it. For ex- 
ample, the Atlanta, Birmingham & 
Atlantic, now passing through its 
second receivership in less than ten 
years, can not earn its operating ex- 
nenses; but the interstate commerce 
commission announces a tentative val- 
uation of $25,000,000 for this road. 
Urder section 15-a that $25,000,000 
is added to the valuation 6n which 
the public must pay a return in the 
shape of freight rates. This means 
that all the southern roads in that 
rate group are permitted to charge 
rates based on their own value, plus 


| the $25,000,000 valuation put on this 


worthless road.” 

Further, he said: “In most in- 
stances these ‘lame duck’ roads are 
notoriouos for their financial failure. 
In some cases they were originally 
built to serve some pining or lumber- 
ing Areas, and the mines have been 
worked out and the regions denuded 
of saw timber, and the traffic now 
originating in the territory served is 
inadequate to provide profitable oper- 
ation of the roads. To care for these 
roads the rest’ of the country must 
endure rate extortion. Then, as we 
have seen, these strong, profitable 
carriers refuse to give any part of 
these surplus earnings to the govern- 
ment for the support, of these ‘lame 
duck’ roads.”

Secretary American Meteorological 
Society, Tells of: 


Heat and the Cricket’s 
Beat. 


The cricket, chants and the ant runs 
faster or slower as the mercury goes 
up or down, Dr. Harlow Shapley, 
director of the Garvard college ob- 


servatory, learned how to get air-.em- 
perature to within one degree Fuh- 
renheit by timing the speed of ants. 
The higher the temperature, the high- 
er was the speed. Another observer 
worked out a schedule by which he 
claimed he could tell with some ap- 
proach to accuracy the reading of the 
thermometer by counting the pulsa- 
tion of the cricket ehorus. On a very 
hot night the beat would ascend to 
nearly 125 a minute. A sudden 
change in weather, lowering the mer- 
cury, would bring with it a corres- 
popdins slackening of the chant. It

fminute following the cooling effect of 
a thunderstorm, whete a little while 
before, with the mercury lovering in 
the , it was 120.

: Known to South Americans 
Than World’s Great Notables

Dempsey Will Not Have Easy Time in Win- 
ning Over South American, Says Edgren: 
Firpo Toughest Man Champ Has Met. 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

The Argentine is putting Luis Fir- 
pos name in the list of the world's 
greatest conquerors. Alexander, Na- 
poleon and the rest of the old boys are 
forgotten in the Agentine. Mr. El- 
wood Brown, of the National Ama- 
teur Athletic federation, who recently 
visited Buenos Aires in connection 
with developing amateur sports in 
Sonth America, says that everyobdy 
talks about Firpo all the time, and 
that Luis is better known and more 
famous than any president. . 

For all that the®Argentine probably 
couldn’t pay a record-breaking gate 
for a Dempsey-Firpo fight. Tex Rick- 
ard’s ambition to take the proposed 
match below the equator doesn’t hinge 
on taking a bigger gate than the 
money paid for the Carpentier-Demp- 
sey fight. 

The fact is that there probably never 
can be another such gate in America, 
because New York and New Jersey 
have put a. limit to the ticket prices 
that can be charged, New Jersey by 
state law and New York by a boxing 
commisison rule. That is why the 
ringside seats for the recent Firpo- 
Willard match were only $16.50, tax 
included. Ringside seats for Dempsey 
and Carpentier Were $50. ‘That made 
a big difference in the total. 

If Rickard were to hold the fight 
in the Jersey bowl, he might have to 


| 


build another ten rows of seats around 
the upper rim to take care of the 
ticket sale, and extend the ringless 
nrea back until it began to climb the 
incline. Ten rows of added seats, 


each row half a mile long, would add 
something worth whie to the gate. 
There's no doubt that Firpo and 
Dempsel would fill any arena that 
can be built, at reasonable prices, 
anywheres within easy reach of New 
York. That fight would draw a crowd 
from all over the country, and thou- 
sands. of spectators from foreign 
lands. 

Almost everyone I meet, who talks 
about Dempsey and Firpo, seems to 
think that Dempsey will easily whip 
the South American by dropping a 
left hook on his chin when he pulls 
vack his right hand. 

Won't Be Easy for Champ. 

Personally, I don’t think it is going 
to be easy for Dempsey. It would be 
easy if Firpo was’ slow. Firpoo has 
speed, and plenty of it. With speed 
and strength comhbined a boxer is 
likely to do anytihng. Firpo doesn't 
pull his right hand back so much when 
ready to put the punch over. He hits 
from close to his body, and shoots the 
punch fairly straight. He doesn't 
miss much. At least he didn’t miss 
Willard. When he failed to get the 
right througheto Willard’s body it 


was bec*use Willard had an excellent 
guard against a body punch. 

Of course Dempsey may drop the 
first punch over on Firpo’s chin for 
a knockout. But it’s a 100-1 shot he 
won't. 

Dempsey never fought as tough a 
man as Firpo. Willard, Fulton, Mor- 


ris and the rest of the big fellows 
were soft for a punch on the chin. 


There's nothing soft about Firpo. 


He’s rugged. He can take punches 
and come tearing back to fight. 

The fight may be short when they 
meet? Because Firpo isn’t a Tom 
Gibbons in boxing skill and cunning 
use of lock holds and clinches, duck- 
ing and running and twisting away 
from trouble. He’s as direct and 
aggressive as Dempsey himself, and 
his inch and a half of height and 25 
ponds of good, hard weight, may do 
something to offset Dempsey’s great 
advantage in having a left hand that’s 
as good as his rigyt—two good hands 
to Firpo’s one. Chances are Demp- 
sey will take him. But this is one 


ning until it’s over. - 

Dempsey is going to be like a man 
with a repeating rifle fighting a man 
with an old-fashioned buffalo gun. 
He'll have the advantage. but there's 
a chance he may be hit first. Major 
Rice, who fought through a score of 
South American revolutions, in the 
Philippines and China, and served six 
months at the front in Belgium, re- 
marked, when he returned after the 
big war, that they killed men faster 
in Europe, but as far as he observed, 
the men killed by machine-gun firs 
were no deader than the men popped 
over with slugs in .the canebrakes in 
Luzon. 

Firpo Is Tough. 

Firpois about as strong and tough 
as Tom Sharkey, Gus Ruhlin and 
some of the other big birds Jeffries 
used to wallop. Jeff broke three of 
Sharkey’s ribs, and Sharkey fought 
him 25 rounds. No reason wy Firpoa 
should flop the first time he is hit, 
even by )empser. 

Sarazen Still Smiles. 

Gene Sarazen hasn't lost his smile. 
although Gene has been in poor luck 
this year.

Straight Talk By Curzon 

Gonded by the criticisms of Lord 
Birkenhead, Lord Curzon ‘did some 
plain talking in the house of* lords 
this afternoon, quite different from 
the calm phrases of his perpared for- 
ma! address delivered is morning. 

The foreign secretary said that in- 
stead of seeing reparations coming out 
of the Ruhr, the British government 
saw all chance of any reparations be- 
ing whittled away before “our very 
eyes.”” He remarked that other peo- 
ple besides the French and Belgiams 
had some reparations coming to them 
end therefore could not stand to one 
side and let France and Belgium 
carry out whatever policy they might 
desire. 

“I speak not merely of our right 
to interfere, and that right to inter- 
fere rests not only upon our.share 
of reparations,“ asserted Lord Cur- 
zon, “but also upon the rights which 
we possess in respect to the payment 
of inter-allied debts, which is a mat- 
ter of supreme importance and which 
cannot be set on one side as if it 
did not exist. ‘ 

“We see Germany rotting to ruin 
lapsing into irreparable decay, carry: 
ing with it all prospects of economie 
recovery, not merely for Germany but 
for Europe. 

“When we looked at our own posi- 
tion at home we saw that what was 
passing in the Rubr was telling upon 
almost every industry in this coun- 
try. And after a few brief weeks of 
activity due to the purchases of coal 
in Great Britain when the situation 
in the Ruhr first began, we saw the 
dark hand of this tragedy clutching 
at the throat of almost every indus- 
try in this country. | 

“If we do not see it now we shall 
see it in the course of the winter. 
The effect of the Ruhr occupation 
will be felt-in almost every cottage 
in this country. And because we 
noted this circumstance, because we 
felt it our duty to these supreme in- 
terests to take action to intervene 
we have been taunted by Lord Bir. 
kenhead with having reversed our 
policy.” 

Lord Curzon said that if anyone 
asked what the government was go- 
ing to do next week or next month 
his answer was that he did not know 
and he added; it was unfair to ask 
such a question before the papers had 
been laid before the country and the 
government had the advantage of 
the assistance of public opinion that 
would come from such publication. 

“TI myself have made and His 
Majesty's government have made,” the 
foreign secretary concluded, “many 
struggles to preserve united action 
That is the policy in which T have 
firmly and consistently believed and 
from which I hesitate to depart.

trade machinery is halted the others 
in distant parts of the world are af- 
fected, saying that Germany’s inabili- 
ty to obtain nitrates from Chile 
brought Chilean trade to a deadlock. 

The Indian trade, the premier said 
is being affected by the absence of 
markets for jute, rice, seeds and other 
commodities in central Europe which 
in turn has caused the Lancashire 
trade to suffer. He®cited another in- 
stance *still further afield from Ger- 
many, that of Australian shipments to 
Germany, which are decreasing, 

“It was said that all this was good 
for British trade,” commented the 
premier, “but it is not.” _ 

Baldwin’s Announcement. 

Premier Baldwin, speaking in the 
house of commons, said: “The re- 
plies of the allied governments now 
have been received. The Italian 
government has expressed themselves 
as.in general agreement with the 
views: and proposals of his majesty’s 
government. (Cheers greeted this an- 
nouncement). 

“The French and Belgian govern- 
ments returned independent replies. 

“His majesty’s government have de- 
vofed the most careful and anxious 
consideration to those replies. While 
we are conscious of fhe friendly lang- 
uage in which they were couched and 
the cordial spirit by which they were 
animated, we regret not to find in 
them the material for sending an al- 
lied answer to the German note, to 
the dispatch of which we attached so 
much importance. 

“Indeed, the draft reply submitted 
to his majesty’s government was not 
mentioned in the French and Belgian 
replies, nor did those notes appear 
to hold out any prospect either of an 
early alteration of the situation in 
the Ruhr or of the commencement of 
discussions about reparations to 
which his majesty’s government had 
eagerly looked forward. 

“It is apparent that many weeks 
may easily be consumed in the pre- 
liminary interchange of opinions be- 
tween the allies on the lines now 
foreshadowed by the latter, before 
any effective step can be taken to ter- 
minate the present situation. 

“His majesty’s government can not 
too often repeat that while regarding 
the interests of their allies as bound 
up in our own and shrinking as they 
have throughout from any action 
which might be thought indicative 
of allied disunion, we yet hold firm- 
ly to the view that the problem now 
before all of us can not be evaded 
and that while the allies might be oc- 
cupied in exchanging views in a spirit 
of unabated friendliness on this or 
that detail or this or, that proposal, 
the European situation carrying with 
it all the prospects of reparation pay- 
ment to which the allies are equally 
entitled may sink into  irretrievable 
ruin. 

“In these circumstances his majes- 
ty’s government have decided to lay 
before parliament with the least pos- 
sible delay the papers which have re- 
corded their own views and endeev- 
ors. We are inviting the allies to 
agree to the publication of the notes 
or statements on their part to which 
reference has been made and which 
are required to explain the situation 
as a whole.

The Macon bill was introduced by 
Mrs. Napier and Representative Win- 
ship, of Bibb, and the fight developed 
over an amendment introduced by 
Representative Fowler, also of Bibb. 
The amendment called for referring 
the question of raising these salaries 
to a popular vote at a special elec- 
tion to be held this year. Both Mrs. 
Napier and Mr. Winship opposed the 
amendment, but after all three mem- 
bers of the Bibb delegation had 
spoken, Mr. Fowler carried ais 
amendment by an almost unanimous 
vote. The bill was then passed as 
amended. 

The bill to divide the western cir- 
cuit was supported by members from 
many of the counties interested. They 
pointed out that the dockets of con- 
tested cases in all counties of the 
circuit were from three to five years 
behind, and that, even after creating 
the new circuit, the population in 
e.ch would be greater than in the 
average Georgia circuit. 

Among those who spoke in support 
of the bill were Holden of Clarke, 
Russell of Barrow, Houston of Gwin- 
nett, DeLaperriere of Jackson, W. R. 
Jones of Meriwether and Woodruff of 
DeKalb. Speakers — the bill 
were Knight of Be and Shedd 
of Wayne. 

The bill was passed by a vote of 
129 to 25, a call for the ayes and 
nays being defeated. Under the bill, 
the counties composing the new Pied- 
mont cirenit will be Gwi.anett, Bar- 
row, Jackson and Banks, while 
Clarke, Oconee and Walton will re- 
main in the western circuit. Under 
motion of Mr. Knight of Berrien, the 
bill was immediately transmitted to 
the senate.

“The first formal conference on the 
subject was held in New York last 
Thursday when heads of the manu- 
Se nslagy subsidaries of the United 
States Steel corporation -met with. 
Chajrman Gary, and on the following 
day directors of the American Iron 
and Steel institute took up the mat- 
ter for the industry as a whole. _. 

Both meetings adjourned over the 
week-end to permit the president's of 
the various companies to return to 
their homes to learn, if possible, the 
attitude of the employees who would 
be affected. Presumably officials 
found a majority of the employees 
agreeable to the changed rate of pay 
for the shorter hours, although no 
announcement as to that was made 
today. 

The formal, statement by Mr. Gary 
foliows: 

“Following the correspondence be- 
tween President Harding and the steel] 
institute, and a result of the most 
painstaking investigation, manufac- 
turers of iron and steel, representing 
substantially the entire idustry of.the 
country, will now begin the total 
elimination\o fthe 12-hour day and 
will progress as rapidly as the supply 
of labor will permit. 

“Jt is impossible to say when the 
charges will be completed. It will 
depend upon labor conditions at re- 
spective plants. There will be no 
unnecessary delay on the part of 
anyone. 

Wage Rates Adjusted. 

“Where the hours of employees con- 
nected with continuous process are 
reduced from 12 to 8 hours their 
rates will be so adjusted as ta-afford 
earnings equivalent to a 25 per cent 
increase in hourly and base rates. 

“All other workmen will be on 10- 
hours or less and their present hourly 
and base rates will be continued; but 
whenever it is practicable, by promo- 
tions or changes in positions, the daily 
earnings will be adjusted.” 

Officials differ as to the effect of 
the change in hours on the total pro- 
duction cost. Estimates range from 
For the industry as 
a whole it has been estimated tis 
shorter hours wil ladd approximately 
firteen per cent to the fost of the 
finished product, 

Some of the smaller companies al- 
ready have established the 8-hour day, 
but the changes have not been ef- 
fective over long enough a period to 
furnish definite data, it is said. 

Eugene G. Grace, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel corporation, stated 
recently that his company was mak- 
ing progress on plans to eliminate 
the long working day. In that com-

The resolutions presented to the 
commission by Mrs. -Luke Johnson, 
Atlanta, director of women’s work in 
behalf of the women’s section of the 
cummission, with the request that 
they be adopted by the commission.

Mrs. T. W. Bickett, of Raleigh, N.

“Whereas, we likewise suffer be- 
cause of the seeming impotence of 
our state goverr'nents in he protec- 
tion of buman life and in their abili- 
ty to find and punish lynchers and 
members of mobs, who, in the ab- 
sence of sufficient law enforcement 
hy the regulatly constituted authori- 
ties, presume to assume the role of 
jedge, courts and jury—thus them- 
selves becoming the greatest of law 
violators—therefore, 


Deplore Failure. 


“Ke It “Resolved: (1% That we 
deplore the failure of state govern- 
ments to handle this—the most con- 
spicuous enemy to justice and right- 
eousness, and the most flagrant vio- 
lation of the constitution of our great 
nation, p 

“(2). That we definitely set our- 
selves to the task of creating such 
sentiment as is pssible to use in each 
state of our territory to the end that 
not only sufficient laws shall be en- 
acted to enable the trusted officers 
of the law to discharge their full duty.

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Prosperity of U. S. Depends 
On Farmers, Says Copeland 


Asserts Distressing Agri- 
cultural Conditions Are 
Causing Extreme Lead- 
ers to Mutter the Word 
“Revolution.” 


Addressing the Georgia general as- 
sembly here Thursday, United States 


Senator Royal S. Copeland. democrat, | 


of New York, declared that the use 
of the word “revolution” by some of 
the more extreme leaders was 


surprisipg to him, and that under cer-' 


tain conditions he himself would adopt 
the word, and expressed the belief that 
his audience would do the same. 

Referring to what he called the dis- 
tressing conditions of the American 
farmer, Senator Copeland, speaking of 
the prevalence of the radical doctrine’s 
advocates, asked: : 


Plight of Farmers. 


“Suppose you had to work 
hours without reward for your labors; 
suppose your means of gaining a live- 
lihood were wrested from you; .. . 
suppose your wife and children were 
denied all the luxuries and many of 
the actual necessities of life because 
of these conditions; suppose in such 
circumstances statesmanship failed to 
give relief, what would you do? What 
would you say? Is it any wonder,” the 
senator continued, “that extreme lead- 
ers. are muttering the word ‘revolu- 
tion?’ 

“My friends, if I could not earn a 
living for my family; if I had no hope 
of the future; if I found government 
impotent, I say frankly, I should be 
ready to use the same word—'‘revolnu- 
tion.” And so would you.” 

Senator Copeland’s address was of 
a multiphased nature, dealing among 
other topics with the subject of the 
foreign policy of the United States; 
predicting that the democratic party 
“will come into power;” the existing 
distressed condition of the farmer; 
scoring the present republican admin- 
istration and its tariff law—that of 
the Fordney-McCumber creation being 
termed by him as an “iniquitous law, 
and concluding with a reference to the 
pfogress Georgia has made in public 
health accomplishment. 

Quotes Washington. 

As tc the foreign policy of the 
United States, Senator Copeland quot- 
ed an extract from the farewell ad- 
dress of George Washington and told 
the legislators that in his opinion 


# Washington's farewell remarks out- 


line the policy that should be adopt- 
ed by the United States toward its 
foreign neighbors, Mr. Copeland quot: 
ed from the Washington address, lay- 
ing stress on the paragraph preced- 
ing that in which he said Washing. 
ton “so touchingly speaks of his ad- 
vice as the ‘counsels of an old and 
affectionate friend,’”’ and which read 
in part: 

“*Harmony and liberal intercourse 
with all nations are recommended by 
policy, humanity and interest.’ ” 

“Even though we scorn to leave to 
others our trifling domestic difficul- 
ties,” the senator said, “we scurry 
away when the -troubles of the great 
world are mentioned. ...” 

The present trouble with the world 
the senator went on, was not war, nor 
the fear of war. The principal ag- 
gravation, he declared, was ‘“‘discon- 
tent, born of idleness.” What the 
world needed, he thought, was work. 
“The business, .the industry, the com- 
merce of the world must be re-estab- 
lished. What statesmen. should do. 
it seems to me, is to find the least 
common denominator upon which they 
can agree, and then proceed to settle 
the world’s economic troubles by the 
accepted formula.” 

G. 0. P. Reverses. 

Turning to the present republicap 
administration, Dr. Copeland assert- 
ed that under the leadership of Pres- 
ident Hlarding, the republican party 
has experienced heavy reverses. since 
the last election, Speaking directly 
of the president, he said; “To my 
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as he is, ig painfully lacking, in_ pee

| sipated. Demonstrated by the actual’ 
voting power of the nation there has 
been a total loss of the republican 
majority.” The New York senator 
attributed this alleged defection to the 
refusal of the American people to 
condune “thoughtless neglect of the 
multitude for the sake of enriching 
the few.” 

Speaking of the farmer, a subject to 
which he devoted a large part of his 
address, Dr. Copeland declared that 
the farmer had suffered more thar 
all the rest of the classes of society 
Agriculture, he said, was the coun- 
try’s fundamental industry, and “un- 
less the farmer prospers there can- 
not be permanent prosperity for any 
, nation,” 


; “There can be no permanent pros. 
perity anywhere in the world unless 
| there is prosperity everywhere in the 
. world,” he continued. “‘We have gone 
| past the period in the world’s history 
| when each nation and each state and 
each locality is~-independent. There 
must be found a way to open the 
stream of commerce and to re-estab- 
lish the marts of trade.” 

Senator Copeland expressed as a 
party principle an adjusted compensa- 
tion for war veterans and particular 
care for those suffering mentally or 
physically as a result of the world 
war. 

The New York solon concluded his 
address with a remark of recognition 
for the progress Georgia has made, 
ladding: “Were I a citizen of 
| Georgia I should be very proud of 
| the rapid strides made in this state 
| in public health achievement.”

New Orleans, August 2.—Cotton climbed 
40 to 44 points during early trading but 
declined 70 to 72 later. 

Absence. of rains in the west, flood of 
deterioration reports from Texas and con- 
tinued high temperatures stimulated the 
early buying and inauced a good many 
sborts to cover. The strong stock market 
was also helpful. 

The official forecast of unsettled and 
cooler weather for the entire western dis- 
trict and heavy rains just northwest of 
the belt checked the upward =  moye- 
ment around the middle of the session 
and later imduced considerable selling and 
realizing. Disquieting uews from abroad 
and prospects of a break between Eng- 
land and France over German reparations 
and occupancy of the Ruhr increased the 
selling during the late trading and forced 
a good many longs to liquidate, New York 
wires credited much of the selling there 
to a large operator. 

The government crop estimate, coupled 
with deterioration reports which have since 
come in, have undoubtedly changed sen- 
timent permanently to the buying side and 
the trade hesitated a long time today be- 
fore it would sell much on prospects of 
breaking of the western drouth. The prob- 
ababilities are that the market would have 
held up until actual reports of rain were 
received had ‘it net been for the foreign 
news. 

The future is almost entirely dependent 
upon Texas weather and Texas reports. A 
further reaction appears likely if rains 
materialize in the west in the near future 
as now appears likely.

ers also disposed to sell for a reaction on 
the failure of the demand to broaden all 
the advance. Much short cotton was covered 
both before and after the report with a 
corresponding wenkening® of the technical 
position and even the best friends of the 
market expect no sensational advance and 
deprecate promiscuous buying until there 
in good evidence that trade demand is 
broadening reflecting a larger demand for 
goods to fill the gaps in stocks created 
by the really excellent retail distribution 
that has been going on. It looks, however, 
that after such a report selling will be 
less confident and aggressive and the mar- 
ket shows a better resistance to declines, 
especially if crop news during the cur- 
rent month indicates a continuation ® of 
the deterioration reported since July 25. 
Some profess to believe that crop news can 
be ignored in the absence of a boom in 
trade but they may experience a change 
of heart in that connection. Well protected 
purchases on any easy markets look the 
best eyen if they require to be averaged 
to some extent temporarily.—Port and 
Flagg.

New Orleans, August 2.—The small quan- 
tity of American cotton carried over this 
year. only 2,573,000 vs 4,879,00 last year 
and which is spread all over the world and 
the small crop forecasted by the govern- 
ment yesterday, 11,516,000 bales vs general 
expectations for 12,000,000, whereas cop- 
sumption by the world last season was 
12.631,0 bales, presages another season of 
bullish activity and probably very high 
prices for the staple eventually. Present 
prospects baseu on the government's yield 
fcrecast plus linters and the carryover 
are for a supply of 414,000 bales less thav 
last season’s 15,203.000 when the market 
advanced to 31 cents. Since July 25 the 
Texas crop has undonbtediy deteriorated 
further as result of excessively hot dry 
weather as private advices from reliable 
sources report. serious deterioration from 
nearly all sections of the state during the 
past week with the efefcts of the drouth 
becoming more noticeable as the drouth is 
prolonged, It is evident that the trade did 
pot realize the full extent of the damage 
done by the absence of rain in Texas and 
the injury inflicted by the -weevil in the 
eastern half of the belt until the govern- 
ment condition figures and estimate of crop 
was released yesterday. In a statement 
given to the press last night the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington is 
quoted in part as follows: ‘‘In explaining 
the lower crop condition that generally 
looked for, every district In Texas sunffer- 
ed deterioration, principally te lack of moia- 
ture, but also due ta high temperatures 
and ravages of insects. Georgia fell eight 
points during the month to 48 per cent, 
the lowest condition on record for July 
25. Boll weevil have greatly increased in 
numbers and destructiveness in the south- 
ern third of the state and the area of 
heavy damage is spreading northward. Wee- 
vils are present in ail parts of the state 
in greater numbers than they were ‘ast 
vear.’’ Confirming Washington's report as 
to the situation in Georgia, a press re- 
port from Atlanta states: ‘‘Sonuth Georgia 
farmers have lost in their fight gainst the 
boll weevil, according to a report made 
public by the U. 8. burean of agriculture 
economics. In central Georgia, farmers 
still have the upper hand, brut in view of 
conditions to the sonth, the showery 
weather and reinforcementa of second and 
third generations of weevils, the situation 
is far from favorable.—H. & B. Beer.

“T was under the impression,” de-
